Use Clean-out 


Door On Toaster’s Underside 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—Mrs. E. J. D. w anted to know how to 
clean her toaster after she had toasted buttered bread in it. 
I had the sam e problem . I first disconnected the toaster, 
turned it upside down and opened the crum b door on the 
underside so m ost of the places could be reached with a 
soft cloth or paper towel. This cleaned mine fairly well. 
But do be careful not to touch the coils.—M. L. K. 


DEAR GIRLS—Many of us forget about that door on the 
bottom of most toasters and a surprising amount of burned 
crumbs, etc., fall to the bottom. This removable piece can 
be scrubbed. While it is off, gently shake the toaster to 
loosen others. Do be gentle so as not to damage any fine 
wires. Be sure any brush used is soft, such as a pastry 
brush, or if a chicken feather is available, it would brush 
away any particles with a soft touch.—POLLY

The board caught a m uch larger am ount of leaves 
than the single rake. It is not necessary to stick to these 
dim ensions but th at is w hat I happened to have on hand. 
This works fine on hard ground and on the cem ent patio, 
where we have so m any leaves in the fall. It really speeds 
up my leaf raking —MRS.

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
It can be said with authority there is growing suspicion 
here in top government circles that the Soviet Union is r«t 
ready for meaningful long-range settlements or co-operu 
tion with the United States in strategic arm s limitation, in 
the Middle East, in Vietnam, or in East-West Europe 
The belief is strengthening in high circles that the Soviet 
Union is bent on following traditional 18th- and 19th-centur> 
imperialist politics, which centered on grabbing every im­ 
mediate advantage possible and exploiting every local sit­ 
uation to the hilt in the belief that these small advantage« 
would add up to major gains over the long run 
Tragically, these conclusions come at a time when «if 
these analysts are correct, the men in the Kremlin are 
strongly determined to attain objectives which should by 
Western reasoning lead the Russians to meaningful mu­ 
tually beneficial compromises 
1—The Soviet Union, these analysts say. wants desper­ 
ately to avoid a full-fledged confrontation with the United 
States on Cuba, in the Middle East or anyplace else. 
2—The Russian rulers want to avoid open war in the 
Middle East and would like to see an end to open warfare 
in Southeast Asia, according to thinking here. 
3—The men in the Kremlin are extremely anxious to have 
the West formally recognize the status quo in Eastern 
Europe. 
4—The Soviet Union desperately needs the kind of eco­ 
nomic relief that an end to the arm s race and greater East- 
West co-operation would bring. 
The problem is that the Russians are involved in other 
ambitions and other problems which may make meaning­ 
ful compromise impossible: 
• The Soviet Union, for example, is so caught up in • 
contest with Red China for domination of the worldwide 
Communist movement that it cannot afford to make any 
compromise with capitalist countries which would seem to 
sell out world revolution or otherwise to lose Moscow fol­ 
lowers in Communist parties worldwide. Soviet leaders 
know that Communist China will make strong capital out 
of any Soviet-U.S. agreements. 
• Communist-Soviet strategic concepts define the besl 
areas for Communist growth as those uneasy regions in 
which there is neither peace nor war, but continued trou­ 
ble. By this analysis, if the Russians do not want open war 
in the Middle East and Southeast Asia, they do not want 
peace either 
• Another Russian trait which makes agreements diffi­ 
cult is their traditipnal unwillingness to give up anything 
in return for something they want. Intormation is available 
in top administration circles that Moscow today passion­ 
ately wants Western recognition of the status quo in East­ 
ern Europe There is all manner of evidence pointing to this 
conclusion But there is no evidence the Russians are pre­ 
pared to give anything in return. Thus far. for example, in 
dealing with the West Germans. Moscow has insisted on 
German recognition of the status quo in East Germany: it 
has not been willing to make equivalent concessions on the 
status of West Berlin

Two more American infantrymen were killed 
Thursday and two were wounded by another booby 
trap in another part of Quang Ngai, which is on the 
northern coastal plain.

I had the same problem. I first disconnected the toaster, 
turned it upside down and opened the crumb door on the 
underside so most of the places could be reached with a 
soft cloth or paper towel. This cleaned mine fairly well. 
But do be careful not to touch the coils —M. L. K. 


DEAR GIRLS—Many of us forget about that door on the 
bottom of most toasters and a surprising amount of burned 
crumbs, etc., fall to the bottom. This removable piece can 
be scrubbed. While it is off, gently shake the toaster to 
loosen others. I)o be gentle so as not to damage any fine 
wires. Be sure anv brush used is soft, such as a pastry 
brush, or if a chicken feather is available, it would brush 
away any particles with a soft touch.—POLLY

Russians Willing 
To Take, Not Give

WASHINGTON iNEAl 
It can be said with authority there is growing suspicion 
here in top government circles that the Soviet Union is r,< 
ready for meaningful long-range settlements or co-opera 
tion with the United States in strategic arm s limitation, in 
the Middle East, in Vietnam, or in East-West Europe 
The belief is strengthening in high circles that the Soviet 
Union is bent on following traditional 18th- and 19th-centun 
imperialist politics, which centered on grabbing every im­ 
mediate advantage possible and exploiting evety local sit­ 
uation to the hilt in the belief that these small advantages 
would add up to major gains over the long run 
Tragically, these conclusions come at a time when tif 
these analysts are correct, the men in the Kremlin are 
strongly determined to attain objectives which should by 
Western rpasoning lead the Russians to meaningful m u­ 
tually beneficial compromises 
1—-The Soviet Union, these analysts say, wants desper­ 
ately to avoid a full-fledged confrontation with the United 
States on Cuba, in the Middle E7ast or anyplace else. 
2—The Russian rulers want to avoid open war in the 
Middle East and would like to see an end to open w arfare 
in Southeast Asia, according to thinking here 
3—The men in the Kremlin are extremely anxious to have 
the West formally recognize the status quo in Eastern 
Europe. 
4—The Soviet Union desperately needs the kind of eco­ 
nomic relief that an end to the arm s race and greater East- 
West co-operation would bring. 
The problem is that the Russians are involved in other 
ambitions and other problems which may make meaning­ 
ful compromise impossible: 
• The Soviet Union, for example, is so caught up in a 
contest with Red China for domination of the worldwide 
Communist movement that it cannot afford to make any 
compromise with capitalist countries which would seem to 
sell out world revolution or otherwise to lose Moscow fol­ 
lowers in Communist parties worldwide 
Soviet leaders 
know that Communist China will make strong capital out 
of any Soviet-U.S agreements. 
• Communist-Soviet strategic concepts define the best 
areas for Communist growth as those uneasy regions in 
which there is neither peace nor war, but continued trou­ 
ble By this analysis, if the Russians do not want open war 
in the Middle East and Southeast Asia, they do not want 
peace either 
• Another Russian trait which makes agreem ents diffi­ 
cult is their traditional unwillingness to give up anything 
in return for something they want. Intormation is available 
in top administration circles that Moscow today passion­ 
ately wants Western recognition of the status quo in E ast­ 
ern Europe There is all manner of evidence pointing to this 
conclusion But there is no evidence the Russians are pre­ 
pared to give anything in return Thus far. for example, in 
dealing with the West Germans.
